Alberta Giron: Report 


(Issued hy the Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Saturday, 
May 6) 


With an unusually late start, and 
with still oceasional interruptions in 
some districts by rain and rather 
backward weather, seeding of wheat 
ha been making slow progress over 
the greater portion of the province. 
At this date it is now fairly general 
over the entire area save in the Peace 
River and northern districts, where 
the drills are just commencing work. 
In the southeastern districts a con- 
siderable amount of wheat is already 
in the ground, up to 60 per cent. in a 
few sections, but for the remainder of 
the province the proportion completed 
is from 5 to 25 per cent, save in the 
extreme north. In the southeastern 
parts seeding of wheat commenced 
about the middle of April and was 
general by the 24th, with the occa- 
sional interruption. In the southwest 
seeding did not get fairly started until 
towards the first of May and is gen- 
eral at this date. In the central dis- 
tricts, the same applies, but in the 
northern areas spring work on the 
land did not get under way to any 
extent until May 1, and seeding has 
just started, 

In the southern areas there are in- 
dications of a serious grasshopper in- 
festation. The provin department 
of agriculture is making elaborate 
plans to handle the situation and have 
already the organization under way 
for the poisoning campaign and es- 
tablishment of mixing stations at 
various points. The federal officials 
located in the province will co-operate 
in the campaign. Arrival of rains 
with chilly weather in some districts 
has helped to mitigate the situation. 

Moisture conditions in all parts of 
the province are excellent. According 
to reports received, the sub-soil is well 
provided with moisture at all points 
and there is a good deal of surface 
moisture, augmented now by fairly 
general rains, which have been rather 
heavy in the north central areas. The 
germination of the new, crop is ex- 
pected to be uniformly good. 

Lethbridge reports the best spring 
precipitations records for some years, 
and most points from which records 
are obtainable show fairly generous 
April precipitation, Medicine Hat had 
1.14 inches; Lethbridge, 2.49; Mac- 
leod, 1,86; Cardston, 2.44; Calgary, 
2.22; Brooks, S; Coronation, .56; 
Lioydminster, .84; Beaverlodge, .98, 

Many of the points from which 
there are records show precipitation 
for the fall and winter months ex- 
ceeding the average of the previous 
five years, and also show very satis- 
factory precipitation totals for the 
period from August to April of the 
past season. The following table gives 
some interesting figures in this con- 
nection:
